Allowable Subject Matter 

Examiner acknowledges the request for rejoinder withdrawn claims 1 2-1 6, 23, 
26, 31 , 33, 34, 36-38 and 45 pursuant to MPEP §821 .04. 

Claims 1-40, 42-46 and 48-54 are allowed over the prior art of record as 
amended in the 5/08/2007 reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a medical needle shield apparatus 
including a shield that is extensible from a retracted position to an extended position to 
enclose a distal end of a needle with a binding member is disposed within the shield 
and defines binding surfaces and drag inducing members disposed thereon that engage 
the needle during slidable receipt of the needle to create a drag force with the needle. 
This drag force facilitates rotation of the binding member relative to a longitudinal axis of 
the needle such that the binding surfaces engage the needle to prevent slidable 
movement of the needle in the extended position of the shield. 

The closest prior art of record is Sircom et al. (USPN5,328,482), however this 
reference does not disclose the device as claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 1 , 27, 40, 43, 46 and 48, the closest prior art of record fails to 
teach among all the limitations or render obvious the needle shield with a binding 
member containg one or more drag inducing members that engage the needle during 
slidable receipt of the needle to create a drag force with the needle, the drag force and

shield facilitating inclination of the binding member relative to a longitudinal axis of the 
needle once the retainer extends beyond the distal end of the needle such that the 
binding surfaces engage the needle to prevent slidable movement of the needle in the 
extended position of the shield.
